SCHOOL BUS 
LAW CHANGED 


Transportation Question 
Must Be Submitted 
to Electors 


New regulations concerning the 
transportation of school children in 
the rural districts were enacted bv 
the last 
legislature. C. 
P. Titus, 
county commissioner of schools, a n ­ 
nounced yesterday. 
The new rulings are of interest 
to the following township school 
districts: 
Baldwin. 
Maple 
Ridge, 
Bay de Noe. 
Ensign. 
Escanaba. 
Fairbanks. Garden. Masonville and 
Nahma, all of which furnish t r a n s ­ 
portation to students living in iso­ 
lated districts. 
Act 
121 of the Public Acts of 
I 9B5 sta te s: 
“T h e board of education in any 
primary. graded or township school 
district may provide adequate facil­ 
ities for the transportation within 
such district of pupils from and to 
their homes when the electors of 
th e district at any annual or spe­ 
cial meeting shall, by a majority 
vote, approve of the same. 
The 
vehicles shall be adequate and of 
ample capacity.” 
This act was ordered to take im 
mediate effect and was approved 
on May 21. 1925. 
School districts 
which have not considered the new 
provisions of this law, are urged 
to call a special meeting at 
the 
earliest possible moment and pre­ 
sent the problem of transportation 
to the electors of the district. Then. 
if the people should by an affirma­ 
tive vote authorize transportation 
within the township unit districts 
for transportation within their dis­ 
tricts on the basis of this t r a n s ­ 
portation for the year 1935-36 two 
years later, or in the year 1937-38. 
According to an oral opinion from 
the attorney general, the state de­ 
partm ent of public instruction will 
no* bo ablo to reim burse township 
unit 
districts from the Thatcher- 
t'aur act this coming year of 1935-36 
because in the year 1933-34 tr a n s ­ 
portation in township unit districts 
"•as not legal. 
Any township unit 
district that 
has a rural agricul­ 
tural school will get state aid ac­ 
cording to the Thatcher-Saur act 
on tho basis of their transportation 
for 1933-34.
